Foreign Business of United States 
Reported Practically Doubled in 
Last Ten Years. 

(BY A. DAY WIRE} 

WASHINGTON, April 14.—Foreign 
trade of the United States in fruits 
and nuts practically doubled in value 


in the past decade. Total imports 
were 8365,00, and exports $220,- 
600,000. Imports rose from 324.500. 
000 to $48,750,000 and exports from 
$19,750,000 to $33,750,000 in the pe- 
riod from 1903 to 1913. 

Figures made public by the De- 
partment of Commerce and Labor to- 
day show that imports of fruits and 
nuts for the first two months of 1914 
aggregated over $6,000,000 in value 
or 20 per cent. more than those for 
a like period of last year, while ex- 
ports amounted to $4,000,000 in value 
or about 30 per cent. less than a year 
ago. 

The sharp decrease in exports is 
accounted for by the shortage in the 
Pacific Coast fruit crops the past year.

Senator Works and Representa- 
tive Stephens Submit Data Show- 
ing How the Two Hundred Thou- 
sand Dollars Will Benefit Los An- 
geles—Favorable Report Promised. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.] 
WASHINGTON BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, April 14.—Senator Works and 
Representative Stephens today ad- 
dressed a subcommittee of the Com- 
mittee on Commerce, of which Sen- 
ator Perkins is a member, in behalf 
of an appropriation of $200,000 for 
the widening of the channel of Los 
Angeles Harbor, in accordance with 
the recommendation of the War De- 
partment. The committee showed 
great interest in the statements sub- 
mitted, showing the growth of the 
business at the port. 
Progress maps of the work on the 
harbor and a new report by the Har- 


bor Board were submitted and were 
examined with real interest by the 


committee. Assurances were given 
that the appropriation asked for 
would be recommended, and little 


doubt is felt that it will be granted 
by Congress. In view of the fact that 
the report of the War Department had 
not yet reached Congress, this is un- 
usual and somewhat remarkable. 
The Secretary of War today filed 
with Congress the report of the chief 
of engineers on the preliminary ex- 
aminations and survey of the Long 
Beach and Los Angeles harbors, which 
recommends the widening of the chan- 
nel in the Los Angeles Harbor, but 
with the proviso that the United States 
shall incur no expense for the land 
required nor for the removal of the 
present wharves. No expense for 
maintenance need be anticipated. 
Senator Works introduced an amend- 
ment yesterday to the rivers and har- 
bors bill for the funds required. A 
separate report will be filed on the 
protection of the harbors from silt. 


MAJ.KOEHLER GUILTY.

WASHINGTON, April 14.—Henry 
White, former Ambassador to France, 
and secretary of the American Em- 
bassy to Great Britain at the time. 
the Hay-Pauncefote treaty was nego- 
tiated, told the Senate Committee on 
Interoceanic Canals today that it 
never was his understanding, nor that 
of any of the negotiators for Great 
Britain, that the United States ever 


contemplated exempting American 
coastwise shipping from Panama 
Canal tolls. 

Another witness who supported th 
view of President Wilson that toll ex- 
emption for the American ships should 
be repealed was Prof. Emery R. John- 
son of the University of Pennsylvania, 
a former member of the Isthmian 
Canal Committee and employed by 
former President Taft to frame a toll 
schedule for vessels passing through 
the canal. 

While the hearing was in progress 
the Senate at the instigation of Sen- 
ator Brandegee, Republican member 
of the Canals Committee, who favors 
repeal of toll exemption, adopted a 
resolution calling upon the Secretary 
of State, if not incompatible with the 
public interest, to submit all corre- 
spondence connected with the negoti- 
ation of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty 
with Great Britain, the subsequent 
Hay-Pauncefote treaty and the treaty 
with Panama known as the Hay- 
Bunau-Variila treaty. The last 
named was included in the resolution 
upon the suggestion of Senator John 
Sharp Williams. 

Little discussion of the tolls con- 
troversy developed outside the Sen- 
ate, but Secretary Tumulty made pub- 
lic at the White House more than 
500 telegrams received within the last 
twenty-four hours from Democrats in 
all parts of the country expressing ap- 
proval of the President's repeal policy. 

On detailed examination on the eco- 
nomic side of the tolls question Prof. 
Johnson took the position before the 
Canals Committee that foreign trade 
would suffer discrimination by Amer- 
ican goods being shipped free of tolls 
to Pacific Coast points from the At- 
lantic seaboard and then trans- 
shipped to the Orient. 

“That would be an evasion of the 
law and one which the courts would 
not permit,” Senator Shields asserted. 

Prof. Johnson thought the canal 
should be managed as a business prop- 
osition, so that those who derived di- 
rect benefit of the waterway rather 
than the taxpayer should bear its ex- 
pense.

While the ships are under way, 
Gen. Huerta will have practically a 
week in which to answer the Amer- 
ican demands. The crisis in the sit- 
uation is expected to come if Gen. 
Huerta declines to yield by the time 
the Atlantic fleet arrives. Various 
succeeding steps were being discussed 
among naval officers today and those 
familiar with precedent said there 
ae no exact parallel in international 
W. 
It was pointed out by some that the 
United States might land marines and 
seize Tampico to obtain satisfaction 
for the incident, but this raised the 
question of whether an act of war 
would be involved. The Washington 
administration has prenounced itself 
on the subjeet of landing marines or 
marching armed forces into Mexico 
as regarding such acts in the nature 
of war unless permission is given by 
the government in control of the 
territory invaded. 
Inasmuch as no government is rec- 
ognized in Mexico, but a state of 
anarchy exists, the American govern- 
ment may establish its own precedent 
in the case.

REVENUE FROM OF EXPORTS 
BIG AID TO HUERTA.

Seventeen Million Barrels Were 
Sent Via the United States Last 
Year and Four Thousand Ameri- 
cans Are Scattered Through the 
District Camps. 


BY W. D. HORNADAY. 


If the Constitutionalists should ob- 
tain complete control of the oil-pro- 
ducing territory around Tampico they 
would be in position to reap a large 
financial profit and cause a corre- 
sponding reduction in the revenue 
that is now going to the support of 
the Huerta government. It is through 


the port of Tampico that the bulk 
of the oil is exported from Mexico to 
the United States and other foreign 
countries. Some idea of the magni- 
tude of this trade may be had when 
it is stated that during 1913 nearly 
17,000,000 barrels of crude oil were 
exported to the United States through 
Tampico and the shipments during the 
first three months of the present year 
aggregated nearly 8,000,000 barrels. 
The Huerta government not only col- 
lects a tax.on the production of each 
well but on every ton of oil that is 
exported. The Federal oll taxes are 
the largest revenue which the Huerta 
government obtains from any one 
source of product. The other port 
charges here aggregate a large sum 
which the Federal government can ill 
afford to lose. 
Leading out of Tampico are two 
lines of railway, both belonging to the 
government-owned system. One road 
runs northwest to Monterey and the 
other southwest to San Luis Potosi, 
both connecting with the Laredo-Mex- 
ico City main line of the National 
Railways of Mexico. Connecting Tam- 
pico with Tuxpam, 120 miles to the 
south, is an intercoastal canal, which 
the government constructed at a cost 
of about $10,000,000 gold. This canal 
is not quite finished. It traverses the 
heart of the oil-producing territory. 
It is conservatively estimated that 
more than $200,000,000 of American 
and British capital are invested in oil 
lands, wells, pipe lines and refineries 
in the Tampico region. More than 
4000 America are scattered through 
the oil camps and in Tampico. 

The wonderful development of the 
ofl try and the attendant influx 
of Americans and other enterprising 
foreigners have caused a complete 
transformation of Tampico. During 
the last few years it has been changed 
from a sleepy, slow-going Mexican 
town to a thriving, busy port and 
business center. The grade in the 
lower part of town was raised sev- 
eral feet, the business streets were 
paved and modern public utility plants 
and systems were put in. The popt- 
lation of Tampico f8 now more than 
double what it was a few years ago. 
It is the home of about 60,000 people. 
The port and city of Tampico are 
situated about six miles from the 
mouth of the Panuco River. Deep 
water for ocean-going vessels draw- 
ing twenty-five feet of water was ob- 
tained about twenty years ago by 
constructing two parallel jetties out 
into the Gulf of Mexico from the 
mouth of the river. i

MICHIGAN GETS 
SAILING ORDERS. 


(BY A P. NIGHT WIRE 

PHILADELPHIA, April 14.-—The 
battleship Michigan was the first of 
the war vessels stationed in the Phila- 
delphla navy yard to receive salling 
orders following the decision of Presi- 
dent Wilson to rush the Atlantic 
fleet to Tampico and will sail tomor- 
row afternoon. Twelve hundred tong 
of coal were placed in the bunkers 
tonight and work of loading 320,000 
pounds of frozen beef was begun. 
The Michigan, the first of the 
super-dreadnaughts of the navy, has 
a crew of 800 men and carries sixty- 
six marines. Preparations are being 
made to put the battleships Missouri, 
Kansas, Illinois and Idaho in shape 
to sail at a moment's notice. The 
Missouri and Kansas, it was stated, 
will be prepared to sail on Thursday 
and the Illinolse and Idaho will be 
ready to follew on Friday. The Kan- 
sas has a full complement of 800 
men, but there are only about 2560 
sailors aboard the Missouri! and it 
will be necessary to draw on the 
crews of the vessels that are in re- 
serve to fill her quota. 
Other vessela in the yard which 
can be placed in condition to sail by 
next Monday are the Salem, Alabama, 
Maine and Wisconsin.

CITY LACKS 
IN EFFICIENCY. 


EXPERT EXPLAINS LOSSES OF 
MONEY AND ENERGY. 


— 
Overcrowding in City Hall and 
Outworn Administrative Methods 


Among Ills Cited by Burks in Talk 
Munici- 


Heads of practically all of the mu- 
nicipal departments gathered in the 
Council chamber last evening to meet 
Jesse D. Burks, recently-appointed 
director of the municipal efficiency 
bureau, and to come closer in touch 
with the plans and aims of this bu- 
reau. 

Counciiman Conwell, president of 
the Efficiency Commission, presided 
and presented Burks. 

In an address on the outlook for 
municipal efficiency in Los Angeles 
Burks said that he valued highly the 
frank expressions of opinion of de- 
partment heads which he has re- 
He sum- 
marized the situation by saying: 

“It is clear that the body of offi- 
cials are keenly alive to the need for 
a scientific study of the city’s man- 
agement; that they resent incompe- 
tence, waste and dishonesty wherever 
shown, and that they stand ready to 
give their strong backing to any rea- 
sonable plan for improving the public 
service. 

“Many of the departments are 
handicapped by serious physical con- 


ditions and inadequate equipment 
which make highly efficient service 
difficult or impossible. Overcrowd- 


ing in certain parts of the City Hall 
is almost incredible. This structure, 
built in 1888 for a city of 50,000, is 
entirely inadequate even with the an- 
nex and various rented quarters to 
meet the requirements of a city of 
500,000. A properly-equipped munic- 
ipal office building without any other 
change in the city government would 
increase the efficiency of the service 
by not less than $100,000 a year. 
“Many officers believe that the city 
needs a more clearly defined and well 
co-ordinated city programme in ac- 
cordance with which all plans for con- 
struction work and extension of the 
public work should be formulated and 
carried into effect. Defective city 
planning, or lack of city planning, it 
is suggested, is costing the city in- 
finitely more than inefficiency or waste 
in the operation of the city service. 
“Outworn, roundabout administra- 
tive methods are regarded as the 
greatest of all the obstacles which 
stand in the way of clean-cut busi- 
ness Management of the city’s affairs. 
The government is spending upward 
of $6,000,000 for public-welfare pur- 
poses. It is rendering service almost 
as varied in kind as the combined ac- 
tivities of its 500,000 citizens in pri- 
vate life. Yet its officers have not 


ing such accurate, complete and up- 
to-date information as in private en- 
terprise is considered indispensible. 
Officers now find themselves in many 
cases almost hopelessiy hemmed in. 
Facing administrative problems of 
great complexity and difficulty, and 
equipped with business methods de- 
signed for a small city twenty years 
ago, the officers find it all but impos- 
sible to satisfy the public expectation. 

“Such defects as have been referred 
to are not, of course, peculiar to Los 
Angeles. On the other hand, there 
are assets of the greatest possible 
value which justify the highest opti- 
mism toward the outlook for munic- 
ipal efficiency in Los Angeles.”

Newlands-Broussard Holds Hope 
for Wonderful Development, Says 
Irrigation Conference Delegate. 
More than ever impressed with the 
importance of irrigation to the 
Rocky Mountain and Pacific Coast 
States, Capt. H. Z. Osborne returned 
yesterday from Denver and the irriga- 
tion conference. 
| “One cannot spend a week discuss- 
ing and working out the problems of 
irrigation such as confronted the 
Conference,” said Capt. Osborne, 
“without coming to realize the magic 
of reclamation, the marvelous results 
that follow the turning of water on 
erid land., causing it to blossom forth 
like a garden. Irrigation is the big- 
gest problem of the present age.“ 

There were 400 delegates at the 
conference, which was composed of 
keen, far-sighted business men, alive 
to the interests of their States and all 
working to further the problems of 
irrigation. 

One of the great problems, accord 
ing to Capt. Osborne, is the heavy 
debt that most of the States that 
have taken up the Carey Land Act 

roject now find themselves con- 

onted with. It was to meet these 
Gebts and further the completion of 
the various irrigation projects that 
the conference discussed and adopted 
resolutions suggesting means of 
getting assistance. 

“Fortunately California has never 
availed herself of the Carey Land 
Act and we are thus relieved of the 
seem to invariably 
ollow application,” said Capt. 
Osborne.

It will 
mean that the entire West will one 
day de as thickly settled as the East 
and that riches and plenty will 
abound where now only arid lands 
stretch away. The West will come 
into her own with the passage of this 
bili at no distant day.”

THE POWER BOND SCANDAL. 


HE blanketed Les Angeles power bond issue is te be re- 
submitted te the voters early in May in the form of an elec- 
tion ordinance so adroitly framed that those who believe that 
the aqueduct power plant Number | can be completed at once, 
will not be permitted to vote in favor of sufficient bonds for this 
purpose, unless they at the same time vote to shoulder on the backs 
of the already overburdened taxpayers a further bonded indebted- 
ness of $5,250,000 for an unnecessary distributing system. 

Aa all who have any knowledge of electrical conditions in Los 


| Angeles know, $5,250,000 would neither construct nor purchase 


a distributing system adequate to supply service to more than a 
portion of the inhabitants of the city. According to the publishéd 
programme of those who are attempting to force the voters to vote 
for distribution bonds, the first step will be to attempt te carry the 
issue by making it a rider to the power plant bonds. The second 
step as announced will be to institute condemnation proceedings to 


part of its properties as the first unit of distribution. The first at- 
tack is made upon the Edison system because it reaches about 45 
per cent. of the Los Angeles consumers. 


| In supporting this programme, the Los rn Chamber of 


Commerce has conjured up a menace to all the business interests 
which support it. 

The interest and sinking fund on outstanding city bonds at the 
present time is about $7000 per day. If the pending school bonds 
and the pending power bonds carry it will bring this sun up to over 
$9000 per day. It, therefore, follows that all of the people will 
be asked to vote $5,250,000 for acquiring a distribution plant for 
the 45 per cent. of the people, and all of the taxpayers under this 
programme will be compelled to bear the burden of interest and 
sinking fund for years to come. | | | 

If the city were to undertake the distribution of its aqueduct 
electyicity it must first obtain 55 per cent. of all of the business 
before the project will carry its own expense. Under competition 
it is doubtful if this could be accomplished within fifteen years. 

With all the steam equipment, numerous water power plants 
and several distinct transmission lines of the three power companies, 
the recent storm demonstrated that it was only by the exercise of 
the greatest skill, vigilance and perfect organization that the city 
was saved from darkness. Sixteen steam and hydraulic generating 
plants stood back of the emergency. With only one generating 
plant controlled by the city, and its current brought over a single 
transmission line, short circuits, and other causes would — 
leave the portion of the city dependent upon it for light in constant 
jeopardy of darkness. 

For practically two years the power companies have been 
conducting negotiations with the city to the end that the electricity 
generated from the aqueduct could be distributed over their lines 
for the term of a reasonable contract. Point after point the com- 
panies have conceded to the city, compfomising all of the chief 
points of difference. Among these are arrangements by which the 
railroad commission of the State of California would fix the price at 
which the electricity from the aqueduct could be delivered to the 
distribution lines, and under the regulating powers of the Board 
of Public Utilities and the City Council the rates to the consumers 
would be established. Therefore, the wholesale rate and the retail 
rate would be fixed by government, which precludes any possibility 
of excessive charges to consumers, and guarantees to them the low- 
est possible rates consistent with economical operation. 

The companies guarantee to take all of the electricity which 
can be guaranteed by the city's plant, and this has been established 
at approximately $1,000,000 per annum. The city has the right 
to automatically arrange the profit which it will derive from its 
electricity—if it desires to e a small profit and a low rate it 
reduces the consumers rate. If it desires to make a large profit it 
increases the consumers rate; the wholesale rate at which it sells 
to the city being fixed by the railroad commission. It, therefore, 
follows that in the entire transaction the State and the city act as 
both buyers and sellers. The reasons for the failure of the com- 

ies and the city to get together would not seem to be economic 


ut political. 

The power bond proposition is a partisan issue on which men 
and women of stre character and principle are naturally di- 
vided—a i issue of the sort the Chamber of Commerce 


should ‘steer clear of. But the chamber deliberately takes the risk 
of jeopardizing its own solidarity and of dividing, and possibly 
permanently dividing, its ranks for the sake of mpioning an 
attitpde on the bond question brought into the chamber by the 
— ulation of politics and by unwarrantable introduction of 
socialism into a business organization. In brief, the attitude of the 
chamber, whether it be by the minority or majority, in this respect 
is indefensible, because it is an unnecessary meddling in politics and 
is unwarranted by any true civic policy now under consideration by 
the citizenship at large.

Cream Puffs. 


“THE TIMES” SCHOOL 
OF DOMESTIC SCIENCE. 


‘6 NLESS a cream puff puffs it 
U isn't a cream puff,” Mrs. 
Bertha Haffner-Ginger told 
The Times cooking class yesterday. 
Then she proceeded to show the class 
just how to make cream puffs that 
would be sure to puff. After sampling 
the pufflest cream puffs imaginable 
the class puffed home-made puffs as 
puffs so far ahead of the bakery puffs 
that there is no comparison. 
The cream puffs were all that 


there was time to bake yesterday, for 
these crisp dainties must be baked in 
a very slow oven, and, after they are 
cooked through, must be left in the 
oven and as it cools the puffs grow 


to the occasion. The dough must be 
whipped thoroughly as you put in 
each egg. In this way you fill it with 
air cells that expand and puff up as 
the dough heats in baking.“ 

Expand the air certainly did, for 
what seemed no larger than a table- 
spoonful of dough became four 
times as large when the puffs were 
taken from the oven after more than 
a half hour’s baking. “A quick oven 
will ruin your cream puffs, nb mat- 
ter how much you have whipped the 
dough,” Mrs. Ginger warned the class 
as the golden brown puffs brought 
forth a chorus of warm approval from 
the members of the class. 

Another interesting fact was 
gleaned by the class, which is that 
the time required to beat the dough 
has to be judged just as one judges

STRUCK BY BULLETS. 
The tank steamer E. L. Doheny of 
the Mexican Petroleum Company, 
from the harbor at 
Tampico, Mex., about a week ago was 
struck by rifle bullets, fired by the 
rebels, according to advices received 
at the offices of the corporation in 
this city yesterday. The vessel just 
arrived in Galveston a day or so ago, 
having completed her trip with a 
cargo of oil. 
Capt. William Nutman, commodore 
of the Doheny fleet, who was in 
charge of the vessel at the time she 
left Tampico, undismayed by the bat- 
tle which was raging between the 
Federal gunboat in the harbor of 
Tampico and the rebels on shore, de- 
cided to brave the bullets and make 
the run out of the harbor. 
The tanker Doheny was running 
under her own steam and had just 
rounded the stern of the Federal gun- 
boat when the volley of bullets from 
the rebel rifies directed at the gun- 
boat, struck her.. Some of the bullets 
struck the charthouse, while others 
passed in the vicinity of Capt. Nut- 
man, who was on the bridge. 
It was only recently that an engi- 
neer of the Mexican Petroleum Com- 
pany’s yacht was injured by a stray 
bullet while watching the progress of 
a battle near Tampico. He is atill 
laid up in the hospital. The com- 
pany still continues to make ship- 
ments of oil whenever it is possible

Nearly 90,000 fans 
watched the four lid-tilting conflicts 
in Ban Johnson's circuit, while the 
combined attendance at the four Na- 
tional League games was only 63,000.
